London, Sept. 13.™ (7 p. m .) -Thirteen thousand three hundred prisoners have been taken by the Americans in their offensive at St. Mihiel. The 
entire salient now has been captured. The railway frorti Verdun to Commercy, Toul and Nancy is open to the entente allies. 
All the villages in the St. Mihiel salient were captured by the Americans and the front in this sector was reduced from some forty miles to a little 
under twenty miles.

| bottled without sugar. 
How small an amount of sugar can 
be used in making jams, jellies, and 
preserves which depend upon sugar as 
well as sterilization for their keeping 
I qualities?

I fourths of a pound Of sweetening to 
; each pound of fruit.

Can sugar substitutes be used in

terest of official 
Washington today 
was centered on the 8t. Mihiel salient 
in France where General Pershing's 
forces for the first American army of 
a million and 
a quarter men were 
driving forward in their Initial in­ 
dependent offensive 
on the 
western 
front. 
Reports from the American com­ 
mander in chief were slow in coming 
through and until after midnight the 
only detailed information as to the 
success of the Americans was that 
contained in brief 
news 
bulletins 
from the front. 
These were confirm­ 
ed by Gen. Pershing who reported 
that his troops, assisted by French 
unifs, had broken 
through the en- 
emyy’s resistance in the St. Mihiel 
sector and advanced at some points to 
a depth of five miles. 
At the time 
the communication was sent the op­ 
eration still was in progress and 8000 
prisoners, probably not all of those 
capture or destruction. 
Thi< was taken here to mean that 
in the first day of their rush they had 
gone forward on a twelve mile fron’ 
and were threatening the road over 
which the 
Germans 
opposing 
the 
French in the bend 
of the 
salient 
would have to pass if they escaped 
capture of destruction.

Mihiel and Verdun. Franoo-American 
forces were steadily pushing back the 
enemy and closing the mouth of the 
pocket in a pineer moveemnt such as 
i leared the Germans from the Aisne- 
Marne salient in July.

Foch's general plan to outflank the 
enemy in this section 'as a means of 
forcing his armies out of northern 
France and a part of Belgium.

| lies in the smooth blending of the 
Various flavors.

supply the needed sugar in the form 
of a syrup, for otherwise the juices 
; and sugar must be mixed and allowed 
to stand together for several hours be- 
j fore serving. 
A sugar syrup may be 
omitted and in place of each cup omit- 
ed, 1 cup of honey or 194 cups of 
' white corn syrup. 
It saves time and 
| fuel to make a quart or so of this 
I syrup at a time and bottle it boiling 
i hot in sterilized jars for subsequent 
I use. 
A small amount of some strongly 
I acid juice should always be added to 
| the fruit drink to give it the proper 
degree of acidity. 
T h ^ juice of rhu­ 
barb or barberries is sufficiently sour 
to take the place of lemon juice, which 
is often recommended for this pur­ 
pose. Orange juice may be substituted 
ior lemon juice by adding to it a small 
quality of cider vinegar. 
Add to the fruit juices enough of the 
syrup to sweeten them, enough acid 
juice to contribute the desired zest, 
and dilute the whole to taste with 
shaved ice or with ice water. 
To Make Fruit Leathers, 
Concentrate fruit juices by boiling 
them over direct heat, then by drying 
them in the top of a double boiler, or 
on platters or» enamel pans set in a 
moderate oven. 
The 
juice 
is 
suf­ 
ficiently concentrated when, on cool­ 
ing, it makes a highly glazed, tough, 
dry, leathery jelly. 
Dry the leather 
in thin sheets, and roll the sheets like 
jelly rolls, thep cut them across; or 
dry it in a sheet % of an inch thick, 
and cut it in cubes. 
In either of these 
forms the leather makes a tempting 
confection. 
Store in air-tight contain­ 
ers or In a dry place. 
Leathers are also made from un­ 
sweetened or slightly sweetened fruit 
pulp. 
Beach leather is unsweetened 
peach marmalade dried in the oven, 
sprinkled with sugar, rolled and cut. 
Strawberry leather is made by crush­ 
ing sweet,* ripe strawberries, and dry? 
ing them without cooking, in the oven.

swarmed out from the edge of shat­ 
tered Havrincourt Wood, and, des- 
spite 
treacherous 
footing on the 
chalky, muddy sloops, they over-ran 
the first trenches of the Hindenburg 
system, advancing to the long atone 
wall surrounding Havrincourt chat­ 
eau and Creot Hill. 
They found difficult obstac.les when 


they carried the same territory last 
fall, but knowledge of 
the ground 
aided them in this advance

smothered the German machine guns 
and went o h . stopping only when the 
village of Havrincourt was complete­ 
ly taken. 
Thursday's operations make fresh­ 
ened German resistance in the neigh­ 
borhood of Gouzeaucourt of doubt­ 
ful value and presaged an early with­ 
drawal there and further south.
